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1.0 Purpose

The purpose of this Standard Operating Procedure (SOP) is to establish uniform procedures
for ensuring that bio-security is maintained at anima feeding operations during compliance evauation
ingpections at Concentrated Anima Feeding Operations (CAFO’s). These facilities may be subject to
the requirements of Nationa Pollution Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) established pursuant to
the Clean Water Act.

2.0 Applicability

The procedure contained in, or referenced by, this SOP are applicable to al personnel in
Region 7 of the Environmenta Protection Agency (EPA), who enter CAFO’ sto conduct or support
compliance evauation ingpections.

3.0 Pesonnd Qualifications

Personnel with the following qudifications may implement this SOP: 1) reed the SOP; 2)
completed Basic Ingpector Training; 3) completed Basic Hedlth and Safety Training; and 4) conducted
a CAFO Compliance Evauation Inspection under the auspices of a Senior Inspector.

4.0 Summary of Procedures

Compliance evauation ingpections at CAFO’ swill be conducted in a manner which will
maintain the existing leve of bio-security a the facility being ingpected. Thiswill be accomplished in
three stages, pre-ingpection planning, ingpection procedures and post ingpection activities. Additiondly,
inspections conducted at CAFO’ swill utilize the procedures specified in SOP No. 2332.1, “NPDES
Compliance Evauation Inspection” and SOP No. 2332.8, “Conducting NPDES Compliance
Evauation Inspections at Concentrated Animal (CAFO) Facilities”

Pre-ingpection planning will be carried out to identify area with known reportable diseases to
animd agriculture. To the extent possible these areas will be avoided. During pre-ingpection planning
the exidting leve of bio-security a the facilities to be inspected will be determined.

Ingpection procedures will include those activities undertaken during the actua ingpection and
will include such items as complying with established and documented bio-security protocols, wearing
clean uncontaminated boot covers and coverals, and avoiding dl contact with animals and production
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buildings

Post ingpection procedures will include remova of boot covers and coverals prior to
exiting the facility and disnfection of equipment and vehicles driven on the facility’ s property.

5.0 Definitions
The following definitions are gpplicable to this SOP.

Bio-security: The practices and procedures which if implemented are likely to
prevent or greatly reduce the likelihood of the soread of an infectious disease.

Disinfection: The process or procedure for killing or inactivating infections
agents.

Reportable disease: The diseases of livestock which must be reported to the Sate
veterinarian and/or the Area Veterinarian in charge of Anima and Plant Hedlth
Ingpection Services (APHIS) of the US Department of Agriculture.
6.0 Procedures

6.1 Pre-inspection activities

6.1.A. Determination of areaswith reportable diseases

On aquarterly basis, the offices of the appropriate APHIS Area
Veterinarians in Charge and the offices of the state veterinarians will be
contacted by the Lead CAFO inspector to determine the counties with
existing cases of reportable diseases. The address and telephone numbers
of these offices are contained in Attachment 1. To the extent possible,
counties with identified diseases for the specie which isto be ingpected
will be avoided. If it cannot be avoided, ether no other facility with that
specieswill be ingpected or the facility will be the lagt facility inspected

during the inspection trip.

6.1.B. Advanced notification
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To the extent possible, facilities to be ingpected will be contacted at least 24
hoursin advance of the ingpection and asked as to the existence of their
documented bio-security protocol.

If the facility has documented protocol, a copy will be requested prior to

the ingpection. The facility will be informed that EPA has aroutine
bio-security protocol that will aso be adhered to. If differences occur
between the facilities bio-security protocol and EPA’s procedures, the

controlling standards will be most stringent. Standards will be
interpreted separately rather than the protocol asawhole,

If the facility does not have a documented bio-security protocol, the

facility will be informed thet the ingpector will follow the EPA

bio-security procedures as detailed in this SOP. The SOP will be provided at
their request.

EPA may not contact afacility prior to aSite ingpection dueto possible
instances of a hitory of violations or emergencies. When prior contact
has not been made, ingpector will follow EPA routine bio-security
procedures specified in this SOP.  If the facility has an established
bio-security protocal it will befollowed. The controlling standards are
those which are most stringent, and standards will be interpreted separately

rather than the protocol as awhole.

6.1.C Similar Species-free

Any “smilar speciesfreg” exposure procedures should be considered by
the inspector and information can be acquired from the facility,
appropriate sate authority on anima hedth, or relevant federd agency in
planning ingpection activities.

6.2 |nspection procedures

On arriva a the facility, park the vehicle at the edge of the bio-security perimeter if
specified in the facilities bio-security protocol. If abio-security perimeter is not
identified, stop a the first gate or the facility office. Immediately on arrivd, clean
unused, disposable boot coversto be placed over safety shoes and put on clean
coverdls Boot covers will be sprayed with a disnfecting solution (freshly mixed within
48 hours of use) such as Virkon S (at manufacturers recommended 1% solution) or the
equivdent. Labels, MSDSs, and manufactures recommendations for use are contained
in Attachment 2.
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Unlessrequired to verify conditions of the facility’ s permit, the ingpector
should not enter any production building. If entry is required the inspector will
wear clean coverals, a clean head cover, and respirator mask. On exiting from
the confinement building, the inpector will change boot covers and coverdlsif
entry into another confinement building is required. Any more stringent
standards required and document in the facility’ s bio-security protocol will be
followed.

6.3 Post-inspection procedures

At the completion of the ingpection, equipment utilized during the ingpection such as
camera, rangefinders, binoculars and pens will be wiped with a
disnfectant/antimicrobid towlette (such as Vionex Antimicrobid Wipe Towlettes or the
equivaent) and placed in clean containers. Field notes, forms and

documents collected from the Ste will be seded in clean document enclosure bags.
Vehicletires and whed wdlswill be sprayed with disinfectant prior to departing the
fadlity.

If possible, dl disposable items of clothing will be disposed of at the facility

where used. If on Site disposal is not possible, the materid will be placed in a seded
bag. Bagswill not be reopened. Itemswhich may need to be cleaned off Ste, such as
coverdlsor other clothing items, will be placed in a seded bag for trangport to the
cleaning ste.

Environmenta samples collected on site will be placed in acontainer and sedled.

Samples will be shipped to the |aboratory as soon as possible after the inspection.
Sample handling, tracking and custody will be in accordance with SOP s 2420.4,
2420.5 and 2420.6.

7.0 Health and Safety Consider ations

All dignfectants which may be utilized, with the exception of household bleach, will be EPA
registered for that use. A copy of thelabel and the Materid Safety Data Sheet (MSDS) will be
maintained with the ingpector and made available to the facility at their request.  All labd safety
precaution will be followed and empty containers deposed of in accordance with [abel ingtructions.
